CONSPIRACY IN PITT.’’ 

We publish below a letter from one 
Calvin Cox,a leading Radical in Pitt 
County, to Marshal Carrow, asking for 


| the strong arm of the United States 


Government to protect the loyal men of 
that County from “conspiracy” and 
treason, 

In accordance with Cox's appeal, 
Carrow requested Gen Morgan to look 
into the condition of affairs in Pitt, to 
see if any necessity existed for Federal 
interference. Gen, Morgan detailed 
Lieutenant Jones of his command to 
visit the county, and ascertain the cause 
of the trouble, if in fact any existed. 
Lieutenant Jones, upon inquiry, asccr- 
taincd that there had been two diflicul- 
ties in the county of a purely personal 
character, in one of which a United 
States Marshal accidentally shot 
and killed his own friend, and 
wounded one cr two others during the 
fracas. Lieutenant Jones reported that 
there was no cause whatever for any in- 
terference by,United States troops—that 
the matters were strictly under the ju- 
risdiction of the State courts and that 
they alone had cognizance thereof. 

The following is a copy of Cox’s sen- 
sational letter. The italics are our 
own: 

GREENVILLE, Prrr Country, 
August 30, 1872. ) 
Hon. 8. T. Carrow, U. S. Marshal, 


Sm: We are in a very helpless condi- 
tion here. The mob is victorious. Edward 
Wilson is dead. He died from the effects 
of a wound received in the mob. We 
wish for the law to be executed here. 
We doubt whether it can be done with- 
out some aid from the Government. 

If you do not send us the Marshal 
and Commissioner as requested, you 
must send us 100 men to enable us to do 
it ourselves. This great confusion was 
caused here by Sheriff Hellen pretend- 
ing to contest the election—after having 
every baliot-box in the County in his 
possession. 

Every ballot box was coutrolled by 
a majority of Democratic inspectors. 
He brings charges against some men 
voting illegally without knowing. 

The Board of County Commissioners 
had an informal meeting on Friday, 
27th, to decide the matter. They 
failed to meet on that day, and ad- 
journed till next Monday. Zhen we 
look fora GEXRAL kioT.

We have no hesitation in saying that 
the above is a most imfamous and pusil- 


lanimous production. 


The circumstances of the difficulties 
alluded to, as detailed to us by a gen- 
tleman of the highest respectability and 
character, who is a citizen of Pitt 
County, and who is entirely familiar 
with the whole of the occurrences, show 
that the blame of the violations of the 
peace rests chiefly on certain individ- 
uals in the employment of the Govern- 
ment. 

A difficulty occurred at Greenville 
between a young man by the name of 
Smith, and a Deputy U. S. Marshal 
named Roach, of a personal character, 
not while he wasin discharge of his 
official duty, and which had _ no refer- 
ence to any violations of the United 
States laws. Smith had applicd an 
epithet to Roach, which the latter 
considered insulting, and which Roach 
afterwards resented at Greenville--the 
day on which there was a contest there 
over the election of Sheriff. The affair 
had no reference either directly or indi- 
rectly to the Sheriffalty, as Cox in. 
sinuates in his letter. For some Jan- 
guage addressed to him by Smith, 
Roach drew his pistol and fired four 
times. The first shot struck William 
Wilson, his, Roach’s friend, fatally 
wounding him, the second struck the 
pants of a bystander without inflicting 
any wound of a serious nature, thethird 
struck Smith in the arm—and the fourth 
took effect in Roach’s own hand—the 
pistol having been turned by some one 
attempting to disarm him while in the 
act of firing. 

Wilson afterwards died, and Cox en- 
deavors to create the impression on 
Carrow’s mind that he was murdered by 
the mob! 

Smith’s brothers came to his assis. 
tance after he was shot, and attacked 
and beat Roach and another Marshal— 
but did no serious damage that we have 
heard of. Upon this state of facts, Cox 
calls for United States troops io put 
down the mob, and represents the pco- 
ple of Pitt County as being in a help- 
less and defencelesscondition. And on 


last Monday, a aumber of citizens of

Pitt County were on the affidavits of } 
Cox and other Radicals, taken before 
United States Commissioner Robinson, 
at Goldsboro, on charges of conspiracy 
and impeding the Deputy Marshal in 
the discharge of bis duty. 

Upon a hearing, the Commissioner 
dismissed all the warrants and dis- 
charged all the prisoners—pronouncing 
the conduct of Cox and his associates 
as infamous and disgraceful.

Affairs in and Around Greensboro, 
Greensboro, N,C., Oct. 8th, 1872. 


The first session of the U. 8. Court 
for the Western District commenced 
yesterday. The first business of any 
importaace was to provide a Marshal 
for the Court, tie bili creating a new 
District having failed to provide for 
this oflice. Carrow was on hand, and 
claimed that having been Marshal for 
the whole Siate, and the bill creating 
the Districts of the State having failed 
to provide a Marshal for the new Dis- 
trict he was entitled still to be Marshal 
of the whole State. Mr. Philips argued 
the question, and his Honor Judge Dick 
decided that Carrow was still Marshal 
of the entire State. A Grand Jury, 
composed almost entirely of Radicals, 
two or three negrves being among the 
number, was then sworn in, and charged. 

The charge of Judge Dick was an 

able one, and with the exception of 
some politics mixed in with it, was en- 
tirely unexceptional. The dockets are 
very small, and the session of the Court 
will not be very long. The town swarms 
with Deputy Marshals, scalawags, and 
the truly “luil” from all parts of the 
District. The attendance of lawyers is 
not very large—among the numbers I 
notice T. C. Fuller, 8. F. Phillips, Maj. 
Venable, Gen. Robt. D. Johnson, Gen. 
Leach, M. S. Robbins, Capt. Parker, 
Capt. James Graham, J. M. McCorkle 
and W. H. Bailey. 
No town inthe State is improving 
more than Greensboro. Buildings are 
going up in all parts or the town. The 
Methodist College will be completed in 
time to have a Spring session. When 
completed it will be one of the largest 
and handsomest buildings in the State. 
It will have a front of about 150 or 175 
fect, be three stories high, besides a 
wing, containing the Chapel and Dining 
Room, and will accommodate about 250 
scholars. 
The firm of Odell & Co., of High 
Point, have just completed a large and 
handsome brick store. C. P. Menden- 
hur, Esq., is erecting a large three story 
building 30 by 80. Inthe third story 
the Masons expect to fit up one of the 
nicest Halls in the State. The Court- 
house is being rebuilt, and the whole of 
the burnt square will in less than a year 
be occupied by handsome stores. In 
fact, parties had made preparations to 
build, but some defected title stopped 
them. The iron.upor the Salem Road 
is being laid, and by the Ist of January 
trains will be running between this place 
and Salem. M. 


A Good Suggestion. 


It is reported that the ravages of the 
cotton caterpillar during the past 
month in the South must result in the 
loss of no Jess than $18,000,000 to that 
section of the country. The Louisville 
Courier Journal says: 

“Tye crop on the 15th of August gave 
promise of yielding at least five per 
cent. increase over the crop of last year, 
and now it seems pretty certain that 
there will be a decrease of at least eight 
per cent. under the yield of the previous 
ear.” 

All this havoc, it is asserted, has 
been wrought by the aforesaid obnox- 
ious insect. In some of the Northern 
States there are entomological depart- 
ments, and these departments § are 
known to have saved both agricultur- 
ists and horticulturists thousands and 
thousands of dollars. The editor 
of the above-mentioned journal 
suggests that a learned and experienced 
entomologist shsuld be employed by 
the Federal Government, with a requi- 
site number of assistants, and a bureau 
established in every Southern States, 
similar to those in the North, so that 
some mode may be adopted for pre- 
venting such a fearful loss just at the 
maturity of the crops in the future. 
This proposition is certainly worthy of 
consideration, for an Insect that can
